THE SENATE LAGS BEHIND IN ITS 
WORK. 


Cross-Purposes Between the Two Houses # to the 
Time of Getting Away-—Robeson’s Appeal to 
Lift the Burder of Taxation—The Prova- 
bility of An Adjournment To-Dayg. 


Wasnincton, August 7.—Immediately after 
assembling the senate dispensed with the 
reading of the journal and permitted the 
consideration of sundry matters by vunani- 
mous consent, as follows: On motion of Mr. 
Hale, the house bill pensioning the widow of 
the late Brigadier-General Ramsey was 
passed. Qn motion of Mr. Morrill, the house 
bill repealing a section of the revised statutes 
which imposes an export tax on tobacco was 
passed, On motion of Mr. Butler, the senate 
joint resolution allowing per diem employes 
of the senate an extra month’s pay was 
passed. The house bills granting the right 
of way to the Jacksonville and St. Augustine 
railroad company, and referring the claims 
of the captors of the rane Albemarle to the 
@urt of claims, were censidered and passed. 

Mr. Allison, from the appropriations com- 
mittee, reported the louse joint Feso- 
lution appropriating $60,000 to supply 
deficiency in apprepriation for fees of 
United States district attorney for last fiscal 
year passed. Mr. Roilins, from the naval 
couunittee, reported the house resolu- 
tion instructing the secretary of the navy to 
convene a court of inquiry to investigate as 
to the loss of the steamer Jeannette and the 
deatu of Lieutenant LeLong. Passed. Mr. 
Miller. of New York, from the conmerce 
committee, reported back the house joint 
resvlution fora joint select committee upon 
American ship beitding and ship owning ma- 
terials. Passed—-vote 15. 

Mr. Plumb offered a concurrent resolution 
for adjournment sine die to-day at 5 o'clock. 
Without disposiag of the resolution the sen- 
ate went intoexecutive session. 

Mr. Plumb charged that the responsibility 
for extension @f the present session was 
chargeable solely to dilaturiness of the house 
in maturing appropriation bills,and reviewed 
the action of the house on these bills, and 
said: ‘If the business interest had been in- 
jured, and manufacturing toa large extent 
stopped because of the protracted session and 
apprehensions of unwise legislation to which 
it had given rise, the responsibility should 
rest with the house, where it belonged.” 

Mr. Morrill objected to the present consid- 
eration of the resolution in order, as he stated, 
to have it lie over for one day under the rule. 
Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, then moved 
an executive session, but yielded temporarily 
to Mr. Morrill to make a further statement. 
The latter added that as the main business of 
the session had been finished, the senate had 
now ample opportunity to cousider the tax 
bill. He would tow appeal te the other side 
to allow the bill to come up and either be 
voted upon without further débate, or at a 
time fixed. 

. After remarks by Messrs. Beck and Blair, 
the motion was dropped. Mr. Blair, chair- 
man of the committee on educatiou and 
labor, called up the resoluten directing an 
investigation during recess into the labor 
strikes. Adopted, with amendments offered 
by Mr. George, directing an inquiry into the 
division between labor and @¢apital, of their 
joint prodactions in the Uaited States. The 
Nicaragua canal bill, on motion of Mr. -Milier, 
of Calitorrnia, was made the special order for 
the second Tuesaay of Decénaber. he Ben 
Holliday bill was made the order for the 
second Tuesday of December. The house 
amendment to the bill for printing the agri- 
cultural report was concurred in. Shortly 
after one @ clock a vote was taken on the 
pending motion of Mr. Cameron, of Pennsyi- 
vania,. foren executive session, Mr. Morrill 
meanwhile insisting upon the considera: ion 
of the tax bill. The motion prevailed—yeas 
31, nays8. All the negatawe votes were re- 
pudlican. Legislative busimess was accord- 
ingly suspended and the doors were closed. 
When the doors were reopened the senate 

roceeded to the consideration of the 
luuse concurrent resolution and = for 
final adjournment on Saturday, Mr.Cameron, 
of Wisconsin, moved to amend by fixing the 
hour of adjournment at 1 o’clock p.m. to- 
day, (Monday) August 7th. Mr. Saulsbury 
inquired of Mr. Morrill whether he intended 
to vall up the tax bill and received an aflir- 
mative answer. Mr. Sherman said he would 
never vote to adjourn until the bill was voted 
upon. Mr. Beck said the endeavor to pass 
the tax bili as proposed was only a mean at- 
tempt to take the bill from the senate, when 
it was well known that the house had not a 
quorum. The amendment was lost by a tie 
vote—yeas 19, nays!9; no quorum, as follows:

AN aTTEMPT TO TAKE UP THE FAX BILL. 

By Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, to re- 
duce taxation (identical with the tax bill as 
it new stands in the senate, except that it 
does not provide for the polarioscope test). 
Mr. Robesun moved to suspend the rules 
and put pon its passage ihe bill just as 
introduced by him, to reduce taxation. Mr, 
Mr. Miles, of Texas, demanded a second 
but there were only fifty-two voting in the 
affirmative and eight in the negative. Mr. 
Ellis, of Louisiana.jand Mr. Cox, of New 
York, raised the point of no quorum. Mr. 
Robeson: trusted that no gentleman on the 
other side would object to a bill which re- 
duced taxation $43,000,000. 

Mr. Miils—It reduces taxation on the 
wealth of the country and leaves it upon the 
poverty of the country. It takes the tax off 
the banks and puts iton the cotton growers. 

Mr. Randalli—When the committee on ways 
and means tried to reduce taxation to the ex- 
tent of seventy millions, your caucus pre- 
vented it. This merely buncombe and 
there is no sincerity in it. 

Mr. Cox—lIt is a great humbug besides. 

There was no prospect of a quorum appear- 
ing, but. the tellers retained their places and 
were surrounded by a dozen or inore mem- 
bers, who passed the time in making jocular 
remarks about the bill. Finally Mr. Robeson 
withdrew the bill, saying he had made an 
honest endeavor to reduce taxation. [Deri- 
sive laughter on the democraticside and sug- 
gestions that the word “‘Honest”’ be with- 
drawn.} Atl:50 p.m. the house took a re- 
cess for two hours. 

After recess, the speaker announced the ap- 
pointment of Messrs, Burrows of Michigan, 
Butterworth, Robinson of Massachusetts, Ha- 
zelton, Hiscock, Thomas, Carlisle, Holman 
and Ellis, as members of the select committee 
to investigate the methods of improvement of 
the Mississippi river. The house then, at4:20 
o'clock, took arecess until 8 o’clock, Mr. His- 
cock, who made the motion, stating that the 
chanees were even that congress would ad- 
journ to-night. 

WAITING ON THE SENATE, 

As soon as the house 
eveninz at 8 o’clock, 
cock, of New York, moved to adjourn. 
Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, moved that when 
the house adjourned it be to meet at 3 o'clock 
to-morrow, saying that it seemed that their 
royal majesties in the senate could not set at 
night, and that the house had nothing in the 
world todo. Mr. Blackburn suggested that 
the house adjourn until Friday, and Mr. His- 
cock stated that if the senate took up the tax 
billio morrow, he would have no objection to 
adjourning until that date. Thereupon Mr, 
Anderson withdrew his motion, and the 
house at 8:05 p. m., adjourned until to-mor- 
row. Among the few members present, there 
was a good deal of indignation manifested at 
the action of the senate in adjourning 
to-day without taking action on the resolu- 
tion for tinal adjournment. The members 
congregated in groups, and many expressed 
their desirethat the president would avail 
himself of his constitutional right to declare 
both bonses adjourned. In fact, Mr. Ander- 
son. of Kansas, hada resolution drawn up 
requesting the president to exercise that 
rivtit, aud only refrained from offering it to- 
night at the request of sume of his colleagues. 
Another member expressed his desire that 
the house would grant the senate the extra 
mileaye which its members asked for, pro- 
vided they would yo home and stay there, 
and altogether there was astrong sentiment 
prevailing that the seuate had treated the 
house ina very cavalier manner.

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THESTAR ROUTE TRIALS, 


Close of the Evidence Beth by the Defense and the 
Prosecution. 

WASHINGTON, August 7.—In the star route 
case to-day John L. French, ex-chief clerk of 
the contract office, was recalled and made 
some corrections in bis testimony. Aaron 
Bradshaw was called by the defense to offset 
the charge that extravagant sums were paid 
for the service by showing the high price of 
forage and labor. Judge Wylie ruled out the 
testimony. The defense then announced 
that they were through with their evi- 
dence. At the request of the prosecu-ion, a 
recess Was taken until 1 o'clock. After the 
recess A. J. Boon was examined to rebut a 
portion of Vaille’s testimony. Mr. Merrick 
offered to show by the witness that in the 
spring of 1878 Vaille had known Miner, and 
had at that time signed a contract at Senator 
Dorsey's house, although Vaille swore that he 
never met Miner before the August of that 
year.

ARTHUR'S ANGER. 


What the Prealdeut intends to Try to De With the 
Kiver and Harbor Hill. 

Wasninaton, D. C., August 7.—It is 
rumored that the president has been advised 
by one of the greatest constitutional lawyers 
of the country to exhaust every resource and 
ascertain what rigiits the executive has toward 
arresting the expenditure called for in the 
river and harbor bill. This advice insists that 
the constitutional objections raised against 
the billin the veto are sound, and that they 
may still be used in stopping the payments 
called for. Another ground yiven is that the 
two-thirds vote which passed over the 
veto in the house was not fair or a 
constitutional vote for the reason that many 
supporters of the veto paired with but one 
opponent, whereas, two-thirds votes required 
that members in the minority in eases of pair- 
ing, be paired each with two of the majority, 
as in such case each majority vote is only half 
the value of a minority vote. It is also 
alleged that many members recorded in the 
minority really desired their vote to be over- 
passed and paired themselves with but one of 
the majority in order to connive at the suc- 
cess of the majority. The president, there- 
fore, has been advised to arrest the appropria- 
tions.

COTTON. 


A High Degree of Cultivation Reported—Comparteons 
With Last Year. 
Special Dispatch to the Enquirer. 

New York, August 4.—The July cotton re- 
port to Bradstreet’s Journal, asummary of 
which is herewith given, is more full as re- 
gards the extent of cotton area heard from 
than any prev:ous report. There are replies 
from 8Y2 correspondents, representing 522 
counties out of 622 counties, 92 per cent of 
the cotton area of the south. 

The condition of the crop as a whole is 
from fair to good. But for the excessive 
rains in some parts, notably in Alabama, the 
condition could be reported good, with the 
exception of Tennessee. Telegraphic advices 
indicate that the rainin Alabama and else- 
where still threatens injury tothe crop. A 
most critical month for the cotton plant 1s 
now on. The end of August may tell an ex- 
tremely favorable story, while on the other 
hand irreparable injury may be done. Un- 
mistakably, however, the chances now are in 
favor of a full average crop. The replies tabu- 
jated show that 127 report the present condi- 
tion of the crop very good, 367 good, 302 fair, 
and 45 poor. 

As compared with the condition of the 
crop at this time last year, 557 state it is bet- 
ter, 179 worse and 76 the same. 
blooming and fruiting, 634 report it good, 102 
fair and 118 poor. There are 652 replies which 
tell of the condition of the fields with regard 
to grass and cultivation beins good and 167 
that it is poor. 

The condition of the crop in 
lina is somewhat below good. Excessive rain 
is reported in some parts of the state. No 
damage has as yet resulted from worms, rust 
or shedding. The cultivation is generally 
good. The crop is from ten to fifteen days 
late. The weather has been more favorable 
in South Caretina than in North Carolina. 
Blooming and fruiting were progressing well. 
Three-fourths of the reports speak of a high 
degree of cultivation, with the fields quite 
free from grass. 

Sutticient rain has fallen in Georgia to in- 
flict temporary injury, butitis not thought 
that permanent harm will result. Thirteen 
correspondents in Georgia report injury from 
shedding; four say worms have appeared, and 
seventeen note presence of rust. Abvut two- 
t hirds of the reports speak of high cultivation, 
With the fields free from grass. 

From Florida the reports are contradictory, 
excessive rain having fallen. Frequent rains 
app ear to have done most injury in Alabama, 
and serious harm is threatened. 

The conditiog of the crop in Mississippi is 
scarcely more than fair. In Louisiana the 
condition is distinctly good, the outlook in 
that state veing extremely bright. 

The reports from Texas could hardly be 
better. In Arkansas a surprising improve- 
ment is noted. The outlook is distinctly the 
most promising in Texas, and the most forbid- 
ding in Tennessee.

CRIME AND CASUALTY. 


Rape, Robbery and Murder ian Texas—An Iudiana 
Tragedy—Killea by a Fellow Convict. 

St. Lovts, August 7.—The Republican's 
Dallas special says: A band of young men,

MAULED AT MAHALLA. 


AN ENGLISH ENCOUNTER WITH 
ARABL'S MEN, 


In Which the Turbaned Troops Inflict Heavy Losses 
Upon the Advancing Britons—An English Vic- 
tory That Reads More Like a Check— 
Reports of Seymour and Allison. 


Lonpon, August 7.—The Observer has the 
following dispatch: Alexandria, August 6.— 


Yesterday’s engagement is a subject of gen- | 


eral comment here. In the opinion of mili- 
tary men of high professional experience, 
nothing apparently has been gained to com- 
pensate for the heavy loss in killed and 
wounded. The armed train which started to- 
day for Mahalla Junction to discover if rails 
had again beeninterfered with, has been out- 
witted. 
ADMIRAL SEYMOUR'S REPORT. 

The official report of Admiral Seymour con- 
cerning the encounter with the enemy of the 
reconnoisance party at Mahalla function on 
Saturday is as follows: Our force consisted of 


200 men of the naval brigade, with one forty | 
| pounder and two nine pounder guns, under 


Captain Fisher; a thousand marines under 
Colonel Tuson; a half battalion of the 38th 
and 46th regiments, and all of the GOth  regi- 
ment. We had askirmish with the enemy, 
which was two thousand strong,with six suns 
and six rockets, from half past tive until half 
past seven o'clock in the evening. ‘The total 
casualties to the naval brigade and _ the 
marines are two killed and twenty-two 
wounded. 
GENERAL ALLISON'S HISTORY OF THE DAY. 

The following is General Allison’s report: 

‘Persistent native reports existing during 
the past few days that Arabi Pasha was retir- 
ing trom Kafr el Dewar upon Damanhour, 
I determined upon areconnoissance to ascer- 
tain clearly whether Arabi still held his orig- 
inal position strongly. The left column com- 
menced to advance at 4:45 p. m. from the ad- 
vance pickets of the Ramleh lines, moving by 
both banks of Mahmoddieh canal, and soon 
came into actioh with the enemy, who was 
strongly posted in a group of palm 
trees, on the eastern side, and in strong 
defensible houses and gardens on the other 
side. These positions were carried. At this 
time Lieutenant Vyse, of the sixtieth, and one 
soldier, were killed. The enemy then took a 
second position haif a mile in the rear upon 
the bank of the canal ameng high crops 
and houses, and behind irregular banks of 
the canal. From this position also, the ene- 
my were driven with great loss. 1 accom- 
panied the mgbt columm, myself. As 
svon as the enemy observed us they 
opened fire with artillery. I pushed 
on as rapidly as;possible. until [ reached the 
point where the railway approached nearest 
to Mahmoudieh canal. and then opened a 
uiusketry tire upon the enemy, lining the 
bunks of the canal. Two nine pounders were 
dragged on the embankment and came into 
action against the enemy's guns, the forty 
pounder firing over Our heads against the 
point where the enemy’s forces began to ap- 
pear. 1 now threw forward two companies to 
cairy a house near the canal, and followed 
up by throwing four companies still more to 
my left upon the banks of, and across the 
canal, thus attaining the position | wished, 
and ‘orming a diagonal lime across both canal 
and railway. Theenemy retired slowly before 
us. The tire of their seven pounders and nine 
centremeter guns was speedily got under by 
our artillery. 

ON THE RETREAT. 

The object of my recunnoisance was at- 
tained, and | determined to withdraw. This 
novement was carried out with perfect regu- 
larity and precision. ‘The troops fell back by 
alternate companies with the regularity of a 
field day. Every attempt by the enemy to 
advance was crusned by the beautiful preci- 
sion of the 40-pounder and the steady tiring 
of the 9 pounders. The losses of the enemy 
appear to have been bery great. They were 
so dispirited that, contrary to ugual practices 
of Asiatics, they made no attempt to follow 
up our withdrawal. Asa reconnoisance, the 
success of our removal was as correct as | 
could wish. ,f regret to state that our loss 
was somewhat heavy. Lieutenant Vyse was 
one of the most promising young ofticers | 
ever met. The total loss was 6 killed and 2y 
wounded, 

A Reuter dispatch from Alexandria says 
Genera! Allison estimates enemy's loss at 200 
to 300. One officer of a Mustaphegren regi- 
ment and fourteen men were taken prison- 
ers. - They state that the enemy’s force con- 
sisted of a battalion of the second infantry 
regiment, 1,200 strong, and 900 of the Musta- 
phegen regiment. They reckon the rebel 
torce at Kafr el Dowar at 16,000, 

Twenty Bedouins were arrested while pil- 
fering at Ramleh last evening.

THE LAND COMMISSION ERS 

The recommendation of the land commis- 
sioners for the amendment of the land act is 
published. They advise that greater power 
shall be given them to set as¥de leases which 
are unfairin themselves, even if not incon- 
sistent with the land act of 1870, and that the 
tenant should be able to obtain a revisien of 
exorbitant rent, even though it be 
secured by a _ lease. In the house 
of commons this afternoon Mr. 
Trevelyan, chief secretary for Ireland, denied 
that some of the Irish constabulary had re- 
fused to goon duty. He said there is a feel- 
ing of discontent in the force because of the 
delay in the distribution of the receni grant 
of £180,000 for extra pay. The government 
does not intend todo anything in the matter 
until the police withdraw from the agitation 
in the subject. 

DELESSEPS AND THE CANAL. 

Mr. Gladstone, replying to Mr. Gourley 
said the government had ascertained that M. 
DeLesseps, in protesting against the landing 
of British troops on the property of the Suez 
canal cumpany acted solely as a private indi- 
vidual. It was not thought necessary, there-

BRownsvit_e, Texas, August 7.—There was 
one death from yellow fever during the twen- 
ty-four hours ending yesterday, and eighteen 
new cases. Doctor Swearinger, state health 
officer, stated officially that the sickness un- 
der which the mayor and others have been 
suffering is yellow fever. The citizens object 
to Swearinger visiting Matamoras and return- 
ing here.

WHAT THE PEOPLE OF GEORGIA 
AR& DOING. 


Farming Facts In South Georgia-A West Point 
Train Fired Into—Fire In Senoia—Rains In 
Thomaston—Whitficld County Demo- 
crats—Elberton’s Railroad, Etc. 


pecial Correspondence of The Constitution, 

Avpany, August 6.—To the Hon. D. A. Va- 
‘on, 2nd probably to several other practical 
agriculturalists in this section of the state, 
the state commissioner of agriculture re- 
cently addressed a query, the purport of 
which was to obtain reliable statistical infor- 
mation regarding the average per centage 
that could be realized on capital invested in 
farming operations in southwest Georgia. It 
might appear at first glance, that informa- 
tion so important as that sought in the above 
query had long since been compiled and ar- 
ranged with methodical precision, and was at 
least accessible, if not generally known to all 
interested in the subject. So far as we know, 
however, nothing of the sort has ever been 


attempted outside of mere private calculation 
known only to parties interested. The disas- 
trous failures that have heretofore attended 
farming operations in this section, In very 
many, probably the majority of instances, 
have led to many erroneous ideas on the sub- 
ject, which have never been dissipated by a 
thorough knowledge of the causes in each in- 
dividual instance. These have been  pub- 
lished abroad with little or no effect whatev- 
er, so long as the patent and indisputable 
fact of the failures and losses stood uncon- 
tradicted, and the list continued to be swollen 
by new accretions from year to year. 

Putting aside for the present the causes 
commonly assigned and dwelt upon with 
more or less emphasis, for this state of things, 
and all of which bave their significance—such 
as exclusive deyotion to one crop, the unre- 
liability of labor, smoke houses in the west, 
two and a half per cent for necessary advan- 
ces, supplies, etc., caterpillars and other 
drawbacks to the crop—the fact remains 
equally indisputable that there are a number 
of planters in southwest Georgia who have 
realized from farming. a larger return than 
the same investment would have yielded 
them in any other species of capita]. These are 
the men, and most.of them whoare knownto 
us about. here are, yankees, who. have begun 
with a sufficient ,capital at the start to pay 
their labor regularly and to keep themselves 
out of. the clutches of the warehouse and com- 
mission men, and above all, whose thrift and 
economical habits have enabled them to see 


and to calculate some little distance ahead. | 


While,also,they knew nothing of the business 
at the start they had nothing to unlearn and 
no inconvenient adaptation of themselves to 
changed conditions and novel surroundings. 
But the little capital they had, judiciously 
aanaged and expended, tells the whole story, 
ind the following facts and figures given me 
thismorning by Judge Vason, and which 
rill doubtless form the basis of his reply to 
‘ommissioner Henderson, may not be with- 
yut interest, 
Take the ease of a man who has, say, some 
$5,090 or $6,000 to invest. For this a well im- 
roved farm of 500 acres could be bought at 
a per acre or $2,500. At present this would 
be a top price for such a farm, with 400 acres 
cleared and ready for cultivation—in quality, 
too, rather above than below the average, and 
well adapted to cotton at any rate. ‘To stock 
this place properly would require ten mules 
at $1,250; plantation tools, wagons, etc, $300; 
gin and gearing, $300; expenses for lavor, etc, 
$1,200; provisions for self, wife and two chil- 
dren and fiiteen laborers, $500, blacksmith 


_and carpenter's tools, $50; taxes, $25; inci- 


dentals, $200—making in all $6,525, nearly 
three tourths of which would represent per- 
manent capital. 

Now, without tabulating the fo!lowing mod- 
erate estimate, the crop yield for almost any 
ordinary year may be estimated with tolerable 
safety and accuracy as follows: 100 acres in 
oats, 15 bushels per acre, 1,500 bushels, which 
at 580 cents per bushel would realize $1,200; 
100 acres in corn, yielding, say, 1,500 bushels, 
at 80 cents, $1,200; 500 bushels peas, $300; 5 
acres in sugar-cane, which, less the seed cane 
reserved, would make 600 gallons of syrup, 
which at fifty cents per gallon would make 
$300; 2,500 bushels of cotton seed, less seed for 

lanting, worth, say, $300. To the above 
items add the main crop, cotton, on 200 acres, 
with or without manure, 80 bales, at $50 per 
bale, $4,000.

together the above figures to convince any- 
one of the really inimeake profits that would 
accrue to evens @ sn¥all -cayitalist, endowed 
with ordinary; evergy and foresight. The 
only importantitem »we have left out of the 
expense estimate! above, that-occurs to us, 
is the wages of an a:ent or overseer. But 
this we are sure tle moderate planter saves 
»y living on the place and superintending 

n person, as the yankees among us invaria- 
le do. 

The above figures and estimates would 
iardly be considered more than an average 
‘rop in any ordinary year. This year it 
will be the poorest sort of croping that 
does not largely exceed them. Of course, 
too, in such rough. estimates many unfor- 
seen items of outlay and expense are neces- 
sarily overlooked. But doubling or quad- 
rupling the contingent fund which we put 
above at $200, there would still be a subtra- 
head of protit, hardly credible by one whose 
attention had never been directed to the sub- 
ject. :

THE WORK GOING ON IN NORTH- 
BERN GEORGIA. 


An Extraordinary History of the Cox Mine—How It 


Was Discovered In a UVream and Sold, and . 


Who Were Seld With It—News 
Mines.

The Cox mine, if such it mav be called, has 
a history different from any that we have any 
account of. Of course such an account will 
not be of any interest to the country, nor of 
much toany individual, but because of the sin- 
gularity of the case, we will state itas we heard 
it related to one of vur citizens. From the 
authority, the supposition is, that it is true. 
In Cherokee county, Georgia, near Big Shanty, 
there lived an old gentleman by the name of 
Cox, who believed his possesions to contain 
gold. He knew nothing about gold, 
only to accept it as a legal’ tender, 
and that it possessed an attractive quality 
that other yellow medals did not. He would 
think over the hidden treasure and wonder if 
his property wasn’t abounding in the pre 
cious metal, until finally he dreamed that on 
his place, near an oak tree, was vast wealth 
for him. On awaking from his slumbers he 
was somewhat impressed, but notenough to 
be induced to make the search; but on the 
following night the same _ vision appeared, 
aud on the following morning, bright and 
early, he went to work’ with his 
negro labor, and soon had guite a 
shaft dug, but unfortunately to no 
effect. Again he dreamed another of a simi- 
lar nature, and again he went to work, and 
the result was the samie as before. These 
dreams were the cause of his sinking pits over 
his whole possessions, and by accident he 
made some very flattering discoveries of gold 
in quartz veins. Now his neighbor, Mr. Jo- 
seph Smith, had noticed his movements until 
the superstition had seized him; and in_ his 
rounds he would notice the float rock on the 
property, with the expectation of finding 
something rich, until at last he found what 
he considered to be ore of extraordinary rich- 
ness, the gold, as he thought, plainly visible. 
After securing all the 

QUARTZ THAT SHOWED A COLOR, 

and hiding it, he made his way down toa 
friend—Colonel Strickland—and made known 
to him his wonderful discovery, and request- 
ed nim to furnish a portion of the money, 
and they would make the purchase. So 
Strickland readily agreed, and well he might, 
for Smith showed him ore that was perfectly 
yellow, in streaks from side to side. Cox was 
approached, and the price and terms decided 
upon—$10,000, one thousand cash down, and 
the balance in notes payable at different 
times. Afterthe deed was all signed up, 
Smith and Stiickland took theore which they 
had hidden and made a test, and founda 
slight color to be seen in the pan. Somewhat 
surprised, they went back to the quartz out- 
crop, and there the gold could be seen in many 
pars allbright and yellow. They traced the 
ead until it ran to Cox’s woodpile; there 
they found a wheelbarrow with a brass tire 
that had rubbed off on the hard white quartz, 
and left a good imitation of gold: This was 
bad; so bad that they could not afford to loose 
$10,000 for such a joke, so they exaniined the 
veins that had been struck by Cox, and con- 
cluded that by the aid of Dr. Hamilton, a 
first-class trader, they could get it off their 
hands. So he was made interested, andina 
short tine the property was sold for the sum 
of 830,000—$15,000 down, and the balance to 
be paid within a given time. The company 
improved the claim, but before the balance of 
the money was due, they found out that they 
had been defrauded, so the $15,000 was all 
that was realized by the party. $10,000 of 
which belonged to Cox, and to the second 
party the net sum of $5,000. 

In our visit to the mines we find the Lock 
hart on a boom somewhat greater than usual. 
The newly discovered vein is being sluiced to 
the little mill.in quantities sufficient to keep 
it running continually, and ina few days 
their new flume line will be completed to the 
large mill, then it will kept in ore from the 
This line of boxes is one that 
cannot be beaten anywhere, the length being 
800 feet, width 16 inches, depth 20 inches, 
with a grade of 9% inches to 12 feet.

We visited the Calhoun mine last week, 
and found the mill complete and the dam 
and race being pushed as rapidly as possible. 
There has no such work in quartz mill build- 
ing ever been done in this state. The ma- 
chinery is heavy and the wood and rock work 
put upin grand style. Therace that carries 
the water from the dam to the water wheels 
is the most remarkable piece of work that we 
have everseen.

Tue library has determined to hold an art 
exhibition. Itis proposed to solicit a num- 
ber of our best citizens—gentlemen and ladies 
of known artistic taste—to co operate with 
each of the library committees. The effort of 
the association will be to gather into one col- 
lection not only the art treasures of our own 
city, but toinduce other cities to lend to or 
exhibit at this exhibition. The board have 
already taken some steps in thisdirection and 
have met with considerable encouragement. 
The work has been begun now and an organi- 
zation perfected so early in order that the de- 
tails may be thoroughly arranged, and that 
by the day set for the opening this fall an ex- 
hibition will be ready for the public which 
will stand criticism and inspection, and be 
what the library ought to furnish, namely, 
an instructive and useful lesson in art as well 
as literature. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The weather of the past week was variable 
and generally wet throughout the country. 
In the extreme northwest il hindered, but 
did not damage, the wheat crop. Elsewhere 
and as to all other crops better weather could 
not be wished for. - While it did not hurt cot- 
ton, it wonderfully benefitted corn, grass and 
root crops. The reports from the corn crop 
are very encouraging, and cheap corn is now 
well assured if tne fall is favorable for its ma- 
turity. A late fall, itis now believed, will 
give the country an ayerigecrop of corn, of 
something more than 1600 millions of bush 
els, The shortage in the states east of the 
Mississippi will be made up in the states west 
of the river, andin ‘the south. The gaius 
in the southern states have not thus far re- 
ceived aue consideration, chiefly because the 
southern states are not corn-exporting states; 
but there is no doubt that the sixteen southern 
states will this year make well onto 200 
millions more bushels of corn than they did 
last year. Suc corn has never before been 
seen in the south, the wet backward weather 
promoting the crop here when in higher lati- 
tudes it led to an opposite result. Taking all 
the facts together, the crops, including cot- 
ton, are progressing favorably; and this cre- 
ates a feeliny¥ of hopeful expectancy in all 
branches of trade. During the past week the 
volume of trade was well maintained and 
even extended, but there was no unusual or 
unhealthy increase. There is no great ten- 
dency to speculation, even in the stock mar 
ket, although prices are hardening. Large 
sates and operations have taken place in the 
grain trade, but all parties, says the Chicago 
Tribune, are settling déwn to. the conclu- 
siun that wheat is worth about $1 a bush- 


el in that market. The foreign demand 
is reasonably good, and unless the coming 
flood of spring wheat has a depressing effect 
prices will not go much lower. The woolen- 
goods mills are kept running to their full 
capacity in anticipatien of a heavy fall busi- 
ness. The cotton mills are not doing quite as 
well, and in the iron trade affairs are unset 
tied by the labor trouble, which, in the Pitts- 
burg district, is apparently as far from settle- 
ment as ever. Stocks are generally small 
throughout the country, and this fact, in con- 
nection with the immense cropsin warehouse 
and in sight, will be apt to start up the idle 
mills and give the middlemen all the business 
they can attend to. The week came in with 
a good outlook, and at its close the general 
feeling of confidence in @ prosperous season 
remained unshaken. In many respects it 
was confirmed and deepened. 
WHERE THEY COME FROM. 

The bureaa of statistics has published some 
tabular summaries which show where our im- 
migration really has come from. The sta*ist- 
ics are net wholly accurate, as in earlier days 
the means of régestration were not as full as 
they are to-day; but for the past sixty years 
they are as accurate as it is possible to have 
under the circumstances. | 

Contrasting the totals of the two extremes, 
we find that the whole number of immi- 
grants in 1820 was but 8,385, as compared with 
720,045 in 1881. Prior tothe war, the largest 
immigration in any year was in 1854, when 


the figures stood at 427,853, but there wasa 
sudden drop the next year to less than halt 
that number, or 200,877, and the next year 
the number was almost exactly the came. In 
1857 the number rallied to 251.306, but- fell 
back again more than @he-half, to 123,126, 
and with some fluctuations continued to fall 
until, in 1861, at the outbreak of the civil 
war, the number was but 91,920. But there 
was a speedy reaction, and in 1863 the num- 
ber of immigrants was 176,282; in 1866, 
318,568; and in 1873, 422,545; or within 5,000 
of the very large total of 1854. In 1874, the 
year after the panic, the number dropped to 
260,814 and the level of 1873 was nat reached 
again until J880. 

The changes in the character of the immi- 
gration are interesting. ‘Up to 1851 the Irigh 
element was the most considerable—the Irish 
contingent in that year reaching the great 
number of 221,253. The decade from 1821-30 
witnessed the arrival of 50,700 Irish immi- 
grants, as compared with 14,000 English and 
6,700 German. In the next decade the Irish 
numbered 207,400, the English 7,600 and the 
Germans 152,400. The maximum of Irish 
immigration was reached in 1851; since that 
date there has been a large decline, the low- 
est point reached being in. 1877, viz.: 13,791, 
and the highest in 1880, viz.: 84,800. The to- 
tal number of Irish immigrants since 1821 is 
2,854,100. About the timethat Irish immi- 
gration began to fall off, immigration from 
England began toincrease. Forty years ago 
the statistics showed but 147 English immi- 
grants, compared with 37,772 from Ireland. 
Ten after the number of English 
imimigrants vas 30,000, and last 
year the English numbered 76,- 
547 against 70,909 from Ireland. In most of 
the years since 1869 the English immigration 
has-exceeded the Irish. Another important 
feature of these statistics is the evidence they 
give of the growth of the German element. 
In the decade 1841-50 the German contingent 
was but a tittle more than half as large as 
the Irish, but in thenext decade the two were 
nearly equal, and since, then Germans have 
been largely in the ascendant. The total 
German immigration since 1821 has been 3,- 
25,000, or larger by 271,000 than that from 
Ireland for the same period. Inthe following 
tabular statement will be found interesting 
material for study. The summary for the 
several decades is given by countries, the 
amounts being expressed in thousands and 
tenths:

VACCINATION IN ATLANTA. 

In the current number of the Atlanta Med- 
ical Register, Dr. John H. Logan contributes 
an interesting article on ‘‘The Recent Vace- 
cination in Atlanta.’’ The article in ques- 
tion is a review of the movement, its meth- 
ods and results, concurrent facts and the 
relations of these to sanitary medicine and 
social life. These facts and conclusions are 
of the utmost importance not only to our 
own people, but to the members of every 
community in the country. Tue Costitv- 
TION made considerable of an outcry and 
criticised right and left when the crisis of 
the infection was upon the city, but it 
may safely be said that small-pox was 
never more thoroughly handled than the 
disease which made its appearance in Atlan- 
ta on the 3d of last -Apr.l. Precautionary 
measures, however, were taken as far back as 
February, 1880, when Dr. Baird, secretary of

tion to the superintendent of the public 
schools, calling the attention of that official 
to the rule requiring yaccination in the pub- 
lic schools of Atlanta. Atthe next meeting 
of the board of education Mr. David Mayer 
moved that the sixty-fourth rule in the goy- 
ernment of the public schools be rigidly en- 
forced—a clause in that rule reading: *‘Nor 
shall any pupil be admitted to any public 
school without giving satisfactory evidence oi 


having been vaccinated.”’ 

Thus was fairly inaugurated, as Dr. Logan 
| says, the movement by which Atlanta has 
come to be the most thoroughly vaccinated 
city in the United States. But there were 
many serious obstacles to overcome. First of 
all, the medical men of the city, in spite of 
the fact that they were backed by an over- 
whelming public sentiment, found them- 
selves brought face to face with a curious; not 
to say superstitious, opposition to vaccination, 
which was not cenfined to illiterate whites 
and ignorant blacks, but which had its nu- 
cleus among educated people, and even among 
members of the profession. This was when the 


the board of health, addressed a communica- . 


vaccination of the pupils of the public 
schools was progressing. The opposition be- 
came more serious at a later date, when the 
small-pox had put in an appearance at various 
points in the city, and at last the authorities 
decided to use compulsion. It is understood 
that the ordinance of the city council inau- 
gurating compulsory vaccination is still to be 
passed upon by the courts. What the result 
will be we do not know; but the law is in- 
tended to represent common sense, and the 
common sense of a small-pox crisis is that 
each and every community possesses the 
right of self-protection. In asmuall-pox epi- 
demic the rights of individuals that stand in 
the way of the protection and preservation 
of the lives of the members of a community 
must necessarily disappear. This is a law of 
human society that is superior to all other 
laws, and it isnot to be supposed that any 
court would ignore the principle that hes 
behind it. 

The work of vaccination inaugurated by the 
city went on in 1880, butslowly. The oppo- 
sition to which we have alluded was excep- 
tional at that period, but it constituted one 
of the obstacles. Another obstacle was the 
difficulty of procuring a sufficient supply of 
reliable vaccine virus. There were obstacles 
also in the two colored schools, but before the 
last day of September, 1881, every pupil of 
the public schools was thorougaly vaccinated. 

Meanwhile, small-pox was spreading in the 
cities of the north and west, and slowly mak- 
ing its way‘ southward. It. was deemed 
prudent to continue the general sys- 
tem of vaccination, and in the early days of 
January avaccination corps was organized, 
with Dr. Cumming at its head, and offices 
were opened in various parts of the city. It 
was disovered after a little while that not 
more than 25 per cent of the vaccinations had 
proved effective. It was thought that this 
was the result of an inefficient use of the 
lymph points. This was rather discouraging 
in view of the fact that there is one failure in 
150 in English vaceination. The offices were 
kept open for about nine weeks. 

During this period, to quote Dr. Logan’s 
figures, ‘‘embracing 118 persons vaccinated at 
the Atlanta university, 170 in Storr’s school, 
and 35 in the Gate City school, there were 
1,769 whites and 3,123 negroes vaccinated, 
making a total of 4,892 persons. The aggre- 
gate cost of this, in money expended for sala- 
ries, virus, oOffice-rent, coal and incidentals, 
was $751.45, or alittle over fifteen cents per 
capita.’’ The central offices were closed in 
March, and the small-pox scare subsided. On 
the 5rd of April, however, the Beaver Slide 
case developed, and other cases, all negroes, 
followed quickly. The authorities acted 
promptly and vigorously, and it was deter- 
mined to vaccinate the entire populaticn. 

The vaccination went forward with re 
markable rapidity, until it was discovered, as 
has already been set forth, that opposition 
was making itself felt. The entire movement 
cost the city in the neighborhood of $10,000. 
How much the presence of the disease cost 
the city in the way of trade cannot be esti- 
mated. Among the conclusions of Dr. Logan 
we note: 1. That Atlanta is the 
thoroughly vaccinated cityfin§the country; 2. 
That some permanent arrangement for vacci- 
nation should be made so as to take advyan- 
tage of our present condition.

ARABI BEY'S APPEAL TO ENGLAND. 
From the London Times, July 24. 

The following letter was addressed by Arabi Bey 
to Mr. Gladstone a few days before the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria, butdilnmot reach his hands 
until afier that event: 

“ALEXANDRIA, July 2—To the Right Hon. W. E. 
Gladstone, M. P.—Sir: Cur Prophet in his Koran 
has commanded us not to seek war nor te begin it. 
He has commanded us also, if war be waged against 
us, to resistand under penalty of being ourselves as 
unbelievers to tollow those who have assailed us 
with every weapon and without pity. 

‘Hence England may rest assured thet the first 
gun she fires on Egypt will absolve the Egyptians 
from all treaties, contracts and conventions: that 
the control and debt will cease: that the property 
of Europeans will be confiscated; that the canals 
will be destroyed, the communications cut, and 
that use will be made of religious zeal of Mahome- 
tans to preach a holy warin Syria, in Arabia and 
inIndia. Egyptis held by Mahometans as the key 
of Mecea and Medina, and allare bound by their 
religious law to defend ‘these holy places and the 
ways leading tothem. Sermons on this subject 
have already been preached in the mosques of Da- 
mascus, and an agreement has been come to with 
the religious leaders of every land throughout the 
(Mahometan! world. I repeat it again and again 
that the first blow struck at Eeyptby Eneland 
and herallies will cause blood to flow through the 
breadth of Asia and of Africa, the responsibilisy of 
which will be on the head of England. 

“The English government has allowed itself to 
be deceived by its agents, who have co-tgtheir 
country its prestige in Egvrt. England will bestil! 
worse advised if she attempt to regain what she has 
lost by the brute force of gans and bay on *'s. 

“On the other hand, there are more humgnean4 
friendly means to thisend. Egypt is ready still, 
nay, desirous, to come to terms with England, to be 
fast friends with her to protect her interests and 
keep her road to India, to te her ally. But she 
must keep within the limits of her jurisdiction. 
If, however, she prefer to remain deceived and to 
boast and threaten us with her fleets and her In- 
diar troops, it is hers to make the choice, Only 
let her not underrate, as she has done, the 
patriotism of the Egyptian people. Her represen- 
tatives have not informed her of the change which 
has been Wrought among us since the days of Is- 
mail’'s tyranny. Nationsin our modern age make 
sudden and gigantic strides in the path of progress. 

‘England, in fine, may rest assured that we are 
determined to fight. to die martyrs for our country 
—as has been enjoined on wus by our pysee pomed 
else to conquer and so live independently and hap- 
py. Happiness in either case is promised to us,and 
when a people are imbued with this belief their 
courage knows no bouuds. AMHED ARABI,”

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THE SULLIVAN FARM, 


Last of a Famous Estate—Farming Implements fold 
Piows by the Dezen. 
Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Engtfirer. 

Decatour, Itl., August 3.—The famous Sul- 
livan farm of Illinois is ‘now aghing of the 

t. A sbort history of this, at our fime, 
the largest farm in the world, will prove in- 
teresting. WEx-Governor Su!livan was largely 
connected with government surveys, and, 
throngh his influence, a large tract in Ford 
suunty, about one bundred miles south of 
Chicago, was entered as swamp land. This 
tract the far-seeing ex-governur then bought 
at about forty cents per acre. Just in order 
to round out his farm nicely, Mr, Sullivan 
bouzht a few adjoining sections.and then had 
a farm :eyen miles broad and ten miles long. 
During the war Sullivan contracted with 
the government to pasture thousands of 
its worn down horsesend mules. At the close 
ofthe war, Mr, Sullivan turned his attention 
to farming, being guided by, the ambition 
to be the largest farmer)in the world. He 
owed his failure to too mich @iscipline. His 
farm was divided into three sections. Gangs 
of forty plows were at work on-each division. 
If the first plow sustained a break none of the 
others could pass it, but must wait until tle 
damage is repaired. No overseer must dis- 
mount to perform any manual labor, no mat- 
ter how urgent the demand. No secretary 
must perform the most trivial aet of labor 
save what properly belonged to hig depart- 
ment. Thus constant toss was being sustained 
through delays and loss of time. 

Sullivan hadatone time fWenty-eight thou- 
sand acres of corn under cultivation and em- 
ployed six hundred Jaborers. Pailing to get 
sutlicient aid bere he sent an agent to Europe 
and brought over Germans and Swedes, pay- 
ing their passage and contracting with them 
to permit them to pay him in work. The 
importations would no svoner get their em- 
ployer repaid than they would Jeave him and 
set up forthemseives. Besides this drawback 
the farm was being worked by inexperienced 
hands, as the Emropeans knew but little of 
farm work. The grain was hauled to Gibson, 
a city onthe Chicago and Alton coad, and 
there disposed of ata few cents per bushel. 
At one time three-quarters of a million 
bushels of corn was tarketed through one 
sale. 

Sullivan made an assignment, his farm was 
reduced to twenty thousand acres, and thou- 
sands of plows and harrows and other tools 
were sold. Next tl.e remainder of the land 
was sold out in small tracts, and a few 
days ago a Swede made the last payment on 
the last eighty acre section of the great 
Sullivan farm. Ex-Governor Sullivan was 
reputed to be worth in 1879 over $3,000,000. 
He died insolvent.

A VISIT TO THE OLD ATLANTA OF 
1859-60, 


Pamiliar Names of a Loig Time Ago-—The Sort of 
Men Our Fathers Were, and What they Did. 
The Mayor, City Counci), Police Foree, 
Banks and Railroad Men of 1859. 


Cities, like men, often find it difficult to re 
cognize their former selves. How often it is 
that in overkauling the contents of an old 
trunk, the owner comes across a_ faded 
daguerreotype, taken in the earlier days of the 
art, the outlines of which he had almost for- 


1 gotten. And yet it would be the very picture 


which once he showed his friends with con- 
scious pride. With cities it is much the same, 
but when added to the changes of nature and 
progress the horrors and desolation of war 
have passed over.it, it is no wonder. that the 
picture should become almost unrecognizable. 
Picking up a thusty-looking volume in 
the Young Men’s library, it anneunced 
on its tith ‘page ‘‘that the growing 
importence of the city [Atlanta] demands 
thatits popuiation and business should be 
represented in this shape, and the compiler 
(Mr. Williamis}] expresses the hope that this 
volume will be the first of a long series.’ 
And even then the thunder of the conflict of 
1860 was in the air! The book bears the im- 
print of **M. Lynch, [the same old Mike] sue- 
cessor to W 1. Kay,’ and purports to be a di- 
rectory for the city of Atlanta for the year 
1859. Itis prefaced by a glowing picture of 
the presentand prophecy of .he tuture At 
lanta from the pen vf Green B. Haygood, 
father of Rev. Atticus G. Haygood; W. A. 
Haygood and Miss Laura Haygood, who is so 
weli known in school circles, 

Like arevelation from the past it carries 
the mind back to the boastful and crackerish 
little city of ante-bellum times, and gives us 
aglimpse of much that is interesting and 
much that sad. The old buildings, the 
furmer locations of. streets, the men whose 
names stood first in office, are always just 
such gossip as arouses the imagination. But 
when weread the names of the frolicsume 
boys who at that day kept late hours, ran 
with the engine, and disputed about which 
velunteer company drilled without fault; and 
when we recognise as the bearers of those 
names men whom the present generation 
knows as grave, gray and failing, who have 
taken their farewell of the past and are look- 
ing down into the dark valley, we feel how 
evanescent und ever-fleeting is life. 

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Looking at the composition of the city 
vovernment, the familiar name of Luther J 
Glenn appears as mayor, an ambitious young 
man with a growing family and abundant 
hope in the thrifty city. The office of city 
clerk, tax receiver and city collector were 
merged in one, and Mr. C. C. Howell found 
no difficulty in issuing a license, taking an 
assessment, handing out adog tag and writing 
a receipt for iast year’s taxes. Mr. P. kb. Mc- 
Daniel held the funds and disbursed them 
honestly. They had ae city council 
in those days—strange as that state- 
ment may appear—not quite so pletboric of 
purse, perbaps, but satistied that a term in 
council was worthy the ambition of any pub- 
lic-spirited citizen. Someof them linger with 
us yet, some are dead and otbers have passed 
beyond our knowledge. From the first ward 
came Thoraas Haney, a man of chequered ca- 
reer, Who is now a machinistin Chester, Penn- 
syivahia, and Thorns G. Healey, who has 
grown rich with the city, and one of our pres- 
ent three aldermen. From the second ward 
came James L. Dunning who, after a life ot 
struggle and _ political warfare with 
his fellow-citizens, in which his person- 
al integrity Was never smirched, was 
laid torestin Oakland without the minis- 
tration of priest or book; and William Wat- 
kine, who has long since passed from the liv- 
ing. Irom the third ward came J. M. Black- 
well and Coleman F. Wood, of whom we have 
no record. From the fourth came Alex. M. 
Wailace and Thomas R. Ripley. who may be 
met up with almost any day on Whitehall 
street; and from the fiitth ward came Bar ley 
M. Smith, who has passed out. of knowledge, 
and Cyrus H. Wallace, brother of the cele- 
brated Jack Wallace, who has been dead for 
some years. Willis Carlisle was city marshal, 
with kK. T. Hunnicutt, now in Alabama, as 
deputy. It seems strange that Henry Hol- 
combe was not on hand then; it would 
have made the office look so mach 
more familiar, The police force consisted of 
a lieutenant, second lieutenant and nine 
night watcimen, less than one-third our pres- 
ent foree. The first lieutenant was Whit An- 
dersun, Poor Whit! After a life of storm 
and adventure end trouble, through all of 
Which he passed with the courage of mailed 
knight of old, and honor in presence of 
which Bayard’s shield would look stained, 
he returned to his native hills near Nuck- 
olsville, and at the age of seventy, gave up 
the fight for life. No man connected with 
the government of Atlanta was 
better known, none ever held 
the contidence of the people so. well. 
Waits word was his bond; his pledge was 
performance itself.. The second lieutenant 
was J. M. Lester, fatherof Mr. Sylvester H. 
Lester. He is now dead. The night watch- 
men were Iliram A. White, William M. Butt, 
J A. Lang, G. W. Biackstock; W. C. Butting- 
ton, James Carlisle, William G. Berry, Denuis 
Sullivan and C. W. Brannan. Clerk of mar- 
ket, EK. B. Reynolds; superintendent of streets, 
Joho Hasleti; city surveyor, H. L. Currier; 
ussessors, Dr. Jolin J. Ford, J.S. Hackett and 
Larkin H. Davis. An important feature of 
these early days was the fire departinent; 
membership was asort of social dis-

BANKS AND RAILROADS. 

That money rules the world was 
recognized in the Atlanta of 1859 as it is in 
our own day and generation. The bank of 
Fulton, whose cotfers have long since run dry, 
boasted a capital of $500 000, and had for 
president E. W. Holland, and A. Austell, 
cushier, While a.uong the directors was num 
bered Jared [. Whittaker, of the Atlanta In- 
telligencer. ‘‘Money has wings,’ the old man 
Says sorrowfully as he sees rushing by him 
men who are indebted to him for accommo- 
dations. Yes, that is the old story. ‘The At- 
lanta Insurance and Banking company was 
manuged by J. R. Wallace, president. and 
Joseph D. Loekhart, secretary. Tie Georgia 
Railroad and Banking company had a branch 
here under charge of Perino Brown. Brady 
& Solomon held the reins for the Bank of the 
State of Georgia, N. L. Angier represented 
the Augusta Insurance and Banking agency ; 
and Alex M. Wallace was in a position to ne- 
yoliate loans. Toe Atlanta Medical college 
had many of the present names on its list of 
professors, such as Westmoreland, Logan, 
Powell and others. The Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association flourished under Sydney 
Root, and Sydney Rvot flourishes yet, 
as well as the association. A. 8S. Talley, 
John Bb. Pevcx, and Harry Krouse were 
also among the officers, There is one buard 
of directors, however, whose name represented 
nothing but a name ai tiie time, whieh should 
be graced with a monuuieut in the progressive 
Atlanta of to-day. It 1s as follows:

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ST, PHILIP’S CHURCH. 


Qnitting the Old Buliding for the New—A Sketch of 
the Old Church. 

Sunday the last sermon ever t» be preached 
in the old St. Philip’s ehurech was delivered 
and the old building was on yesterday con- 
signed to the tender mercies of the workmen, 
who proceeded at once to make short work of 
the distruction of the sacred edifice. A pair 
of graceless negrees stepped into the chancel 
and began to handle thingsin a lively man- 
ner. The fount, always regarded witha cer- 
tain degree of reverence, was picked up bod- 
ily and tossed over to one side. The Jectern 
was served in a similar manner and the altar 
was ruthlessly torn away. The high backed 
chairs, suggestive of dignity, were promiscu- 
ously piled together, and general confusion 
among the benches showed how quickly 
the sacred sanctuary that has _ stood 
for nearly forty years could 
be made to succumb to the demand for a bet 
ter building and one more in keeping with 
the requirements of the large congregauion. 
The new church will be ready by October, 
and the first sermon will be preached there on 
the first Sunday in that month. Itis a hand- 
some building, and will attract more atten- 
tion than any other church in the city 
when once it comes intouse. The oldchurch 
will be moved nearer to the fire engine house, 
and will be used asa Sunday school room. 
The large organ now in use will be used for a 
while in the new church, out it is probable 
that another will be obtained before a great 
while. The changes about the premises will 
be made rapidly, and ina few weeks the place 
will presenta very different aspect from that 
which it now presents. 

HISTORY OF THE OLD CHURCH, 

The building which is now being torndown 
was erected in 1846, when the church had not 
more than a dozen members. Atlanta was a 
young town then, and there were only a few 
churches here, Only a few months before the 
erection of the church the people held divine 
services in Commoa in @ school- house on the 
spot where the First Methodist church now 
stands. The first church ever erected in At- 
lanta was upon the spot abceut where the First 
Presbyterian church now stands. One of the 
prime wovers in getting up the Episcopal 
church was Mr. Charles F. M. Garrett, a civil 
engineer, Who had been active also in secur- 
ing a church edifice for Marietta. He was a 
Virginian by birth, and was an enthusiastic 
Episcopalian. The Rev. Mr. Ilunt, now 
ot Marietta, was the first pastor of St. Philip’s 
church. His work was in a sense that of 
a missionary., The bell that is now In use at 
the church waS presented by Mr. J. Edgar 
Tnompson, who has since become one of the 
most noted railroad men in the country. 
Half of the land was donated by Mr. Mitch- 
ell. who at that time owned about two hua- 
dred acres of the land on which the citv now 
stands. The ot:er half was sold by Culonel 
L. P. Grant tothe chureh tor $100—a mere 
iominalsum. The gift and the sale were 
both induced, it is said, by Colonel Richard 
Peters, who has lived in Atlanta since 18-45, 
and wlio was deeply interested in getting the 
church started. ‘The property embraces three 
acres. and is now worth, exclusive of thie 
buildings, gt less than twenty-five or thirty 
thousand dollars. The old churet 
cost Originally S700, Dut has been 
added to and considerably enlarged 
since. The pastors succe eding Mr. unt 
came in the following order: Rev. Mr. Zim- 
mer, Rey. Richard Jobnson and Mr. Free- 
man, now of Louisville. These four divines 
served until the opening of the war. In 1864 
the , 

FEDERALS OCCUPIED THE CHURCH 
as a place of Commissary stores, and for a year 
after the war the grease would rise up half an 
inch thick under the stoves when they were 
heated up. During the bombardment a shell 
struck the church and tore its way in without 
exploding. It was taken out and the charge 
withdrawn. ‘General Meade presented the 
church with the present handsome chancel 
window and made some needed alter. tions 
in the buildings. Afterthe war the rectors 
were Rev. Mr. Thomas, of Griffin; Bishop 
Elliott, now of Texas, and the present rector, 
Mr. Foute, who has served seven years. The 
church now has about 800 members, aud is in 
a most flourishing condition in every respect.
